“The time,” said his highness, “is 
not for words nor for promises, but 
ior deeds; and, owing to the collapse 
of Russia, owing to Germany having 
been able to get an outlet to India, 
owing to every British citizen, old or 
young, even including the women of 
the country, being engagec in de- 
fending the rights of the weak against 
the tyranny of the strong, the trum- 
pet has sounded from the monarch, 
and from his lieutenant, the viceroy, 
calling upon India to do its duty and 
save its bearth and home from the 
langers of invasion by a cruel, re- 
lentless and barbarous enemy, an 
enemy who spares neither young nor 
old, who has neither regard for sex 
nor for humanity. 

“Rajputs, and other martial races 
of Marwar, whose women were at 
one time so brave as not to see the 
faces of their husbands who fled from 
the field of battle; jagirdars, whose 
bravery kept the Raj of Marwar in- 
tact against the crucl invasions o1 a 
bigoted monarch during the absence 
of their ruler, who, being a_ child, 
was being brought up by a devoted 
dewan in the mountains of Sewana;

I have heard 
people saying that England’s need is 
India’s opportunity. do not be- 
lieve in this philosophy. England’s 
ueed is India’s duty, and as England 
is doing her duty to the world, India 
is bound to do its duty to England,

“In the early stages the gevern- 
sent were hard pressed for mechan- 
ics who could quickly adapt themsel- 
ves to a particular and important 
branch of engineering gauge making, 
in which accuracy to 10,000th part of 
an inch is required. 

“Of all the \.orkmen tried, jewellers 
proved themselves the quickest and 
most skilful, and the government ap- 
peal to them met with a splendid re- 
sponse, a fact which should make the 
public not grudge the little gold that 
is allowed the trade to support the 
few reimaining elder men who have 
taught the younger ones the skill 
which has proved of such value to the 
country.”

American Paper Draws Attention to 
Help Rendered by British 
Navy 


Most Americans have had an idea 
that the United States had reached a 
point in naval . onstruction where, if 
it could not furnish most of the 
transports to carry its soldiers over- 
seas, at least it could provide the des- 
troyers to convoy the transports, Of- 
ficial figures disclose hew erroneous 
this opinion is. 

Last month America furnished the 
ships—ineluding the German liners— 
{for about 40 per cent. of the troops 
transported, while of the convoying 
so far done, 70 per cent, is credited 
to British vessels. 

It is worth while to bear these fig- 

ures in mind for two reasons. In the 
first place, they will help us under- 
stand the magnitude of Britain's 
help to us in getting our men _ to 
France, and in the second place, they 
will emphasize the need ot maritime | 
preparedness. We have now been at 
war for a year and a half. In that 
time we have been feverishly build- 
ing merchant ° essels and destroyers, 
with all our enormous energy. An 
yet the bulk of the work at sea still 
{falls on our great ally. 
} A nation simply cannot prepare for 
}war after war comes, unless)it has 
powe: ful friends able to do the fight- 
ing for it for considerably more than 
a year.—Kansas City Star

Decoy Soldiers Used to Fool the 
Enemy 

Heads of dummy soldiers made of 
papier mache and mounted on long 
poles peer with staring eyes over the 
tops of imitation parapets in the 
American camouflage station. They 
are decoys for the German sniper to 
shoot at and thus disclose his hiding 
place 

Long lines of these dummy figures 
lean against the walls of the “toy 
shop,” as the soldiers call it, a huge 
building where companies and regi- 
ments of imitation soldiers are man- 
ufactured. Soldier heads, some bare- 
headed and others wearing helmets 
are first modelled ¥ sculptors work- 
ing in soft white clay. ‘This is re-

heads to the required hardness. Then 
they pass to the artists, who put on! 
the natural tint of flesh the uniform 
and the helmet. Finally they are 
mounted on stout poles and are ready 
to be held up as decoys along the 
trenches, to draw the fire of the en- 
emy. Very often an enemy sniper 
will disclose his wherea by tak- 
ing a shot at one of these papier 


mache soldiers peering over the 
trench front. 
Turning from the plaster decoys 


the correspondents were suddenly 
confronted by a whole regiment of 
soldiers armed and in full field equip- 
ment and thrown out in open order 
as the men go forward in the early 
morning raids. But instead of being 
real soldiers, this was a regiment of 
“silhoucttes.” Each figure ‘was life- 
size, painted on thim board, and cut 


out much as children cut out paper 
dolls. Some were kneeling and firing 


others were firing from the shoulders 
and others stood at rest They were 
fine looking “men” every one of 
them, and the work of the best art- 
ists. 

These silhoucttes are one of our 
most effective means of camouflage, 
it was explained. They are used in 
the early dawn, when there is a mist 
which makes it difficult to detect the 
deception. During the night they are 
posted in open order far in front. As 
daylight breaks the enemy sees this 
array dimly outlined through the 
nist,

chine guns and batteries, and gives in

Eskimos are not able to trace their 
ancestors back for more t en- 
eration or two because the Eskimo 
names do not run from generation to 
generation, and in every Eskimo fam- 
ily each person has a separate name. 

Mendalook, who is a teacher at 
Kotzebue, says that the Eskimos 
call themselves “Enupeak.” 

“We learn that name from our 
forefathers,” he continued. “It 
means ‘a real human being.’ White 
people are called ‘Natluakmeult,’ 
which means in English, ‘people who 
come from white ti : sealskin,’ Our 
forefathers gave the white people 
that name because of the color 
their skin, but called themselves

The war airplane is a specialized 
machine; it compares with the nor- 
maf, weight-carrying, long-distance 
airplane as the high-speed 
racing motor car compares with the 
comfortable, steady-going roadster. 


{The experience gained during the 


racing-car period was invaluable to 
motor car manufacturers, and the 
war period of the airplane, with its 
forced, intensige expericnees, will be 
of even greater importance to air- 
plane makers. 

It is credibly asserted that during 
the first few years of both pursuits, 
there were more deaths per thou- 
sand miles carried in motoring than 
in flying, and this despite the fact 
that in the early experimental day ot 
flight, hardy pioneers took what now 
seem to~be the most suicidal kinds of 
risks.

One Battalion Saves 1,000 Casualties 
Every Day Former are in 
Action 


Thirty-six tanks, one battalion, 
save at least a thousand casualties ev- 
ery day they are in action. 

The British war expert who made 
this statement while discussing the 
present allicd offensive, continued: 

“We have used in the fighting to 
date only a fraction of the men the 
enemy has been accustomed to em- 
ploy for similar offensives, and we 
have made up the difference largely 
with tanks, Since the ultimate vic- 


biggest reserves, the more tanks we 
have the more assured our victory. 
The tank-makers are as much in 


this fight as their brothera in 
France. 
“Similarly, the more numerous 


the tanks the less risk of their Leo « 
knocked out. A German anti-tan 
gunner can deal with one or two, 
perhaps, but he is overwhelmed with 
dozens. 

“It has been commonly thought 
that a direct hit by a shell means 
destruction. Not always. fort- 
night ago a tank received seven di- 
rect hits from a German seventy- 
seven gun, but the tank finished its 
job and trundled back to its lines. 

“Another in the Cambrai region 
went over a rise directly in front of 
a German howitzer, The howitzer 
fired from fifty, yards away and 
shell tore off part of the tank’s side, 
but the tank went on, driving right 
over the howitzer and putting it out 
of action,” 

Recently Major General Seely, 
deputy minister of munitions, said: 
“I speak the literal. truth when I 
say that I, and hundreds of others 


it has been my privilege to lead, 
would be dead uow but for the 
tanks. They probably saved 
Amiens. They certainly saved us.” 


An Important 
Alfalfa Country 


Southern Alberta Promises to De- 
velop Into the Great Alfalfa 
Producing District 


The importance of Southern Alber- 
ta as an alfalfa country is steadily in- 
creasing. Already more alfalfa is 
grown there than in any other part 
of Canada. It is one of the most suc- 
cessful irrigation crops on the conti- 
nent, and the large areas of South- 
ern Alberta promise to develop into 
the greatest alfalfa producing district 
in North America, The farmer on ir- 
rigable land in Southern Alberta finds 


it a very profitable crop, the two 
cuttings yeasty which are generally 
obtainable yielding about four tons to 


the acre. Alfalfa hay has been sel- 
ling at from $25 to $30 per acre for 
some time past, thus ringing in 
many cases a net return per acre to 
the growers in one season of more 
than twice as much as their land cost 
them.

Grain dealers throughout the Do- 
minion must henceforth have licenses 
to do business, which will be issued 
to them from the board of grain 
superyjsors. The new order in coun-

To Help Production 


4/The Contractor Idea as Applied to 


Farming Is a Good One 


Many a club ‘or business men’s 
committee in the towns and cities of 
Canada could aid greater war-time 
production on the farms if they would 
adopt the “tractor and contractor” 
idea, which has been installed in 
* sntreal and adopted in Chatham, 
Ont, 

The contractor idea as applied to 
farming is simply this: A club of 
business men in a town form a little 
company, with a capital of perhaps 
$10,000. They buy a tractor at a cost 
of about $1,000, and undertake to 
plow idle land or re alar land on a 
contract, They employ a practical 
man as their contractor, a man who 
has be n used to handling labor and 


getting things done. The war has 
altered the activities of many such 
men. Railway contracting, bridge 
building and such work has been 


greatly limited by reason of the de- 
mands of .he war upon capital, gpon 
labor and upon other energies of the 
people. ; 

In Montreal, Mr. J. P. Anglin, the 
well known engineer and building 
;contractor, has undertaken a big con- 
tract to plow idle acreage near Mont- 
real, and a syndicate of business men 
has been formed to do similar work 
jin 2 ent county, Ont. These ex- 
jamples might well be , followed 
throughout Canada. 


“Unsinkable” Ship Sinks 
The American steamship Lucia,

ad been finally occupied in the au- 
tumn of 1915, 

Like so many other towns in the 
Balkans, Nish is a place of very 
great antiquity. It was mentioned as 
an important place by Ptolemy of 
Alexandria, and it was under the 
walls of Nish, the Naissus of the 
Romans, in the year A.D. 269, that 
the = battle was fought in which 
the Emperor Claudius destroyed the 
army of the Goths, Some two hun- 
dred years later came the invasion 
the Huns, and in the centurics 
that followed Nish shared to the full 
in all the warfare which swept back 
and forth over the Balkans, until that 
final silence created by the Ottoman 
flood in the fifteenth century. 

It was in 1375 that the Turks first 
captured Nish from the Serbians, In 
1443 the allied armies of the Hun- 
garians under Hunyady and the Ser- 
bians under George Brankovich re- 
took it, but 12 years later, it came 
under the Turkish dominion again 
and remained for more than 
years, one of the most important 
Turkish military stations on the road 
between Hungary and  Constanti- 
nople. 

Once a Turkish possession, “Nish, 
like the surrounding country, exper- 
ienced the full brunt of the well-nigh 
perennial state of war which existed 
between Turkey and Austria, It 
changed hands twice, but the Aus- 
triang céuld never hold it for long; 
and when the Serbians at the begin- 
ning of the nineteenth century, hav- 
ing successfully risen against their 
Ottoman oppressors and swept them 
from the country, made strong cf- 
fort to capture Nish, they were re- 
pulsed with great loss. It was not 
until the Russo-Turkish war in 1877 
that the city finally came into the 
hands of the Serbians. By the treaty 
‘of Berlin in 1878 Serbia was  con- 
firmed in its possession. 

To what extent the little town has 
suffered by the Austrian occupation, 
it is impossible to say. In the carly 
days of the war, before the Aus- 
trians actually captured the city, its 
accommodation was sadly overtaxed 
by the tremendous influx from Bel- 
goes No less than 30,000 people 
ed before the Austrian advance and 
settled in Nish or its neighborhood. 
Fifty visitors would have severly ov- 
ertaxed the hotel accommodations of 
the Nish of those days and the effect 
of an in n of 30,000 may be bet- 
ter ned than described. Speak- 
ing of his visit to the city at this 
time one writer says: “Having ob- 
tained excellent sleeping accommoda- 
tions—on the floor of a friend’s house 
—the writer went in search of suste- 


nance among the several eatin 
houses of the city. The hubbu 
emanating therefrom beggars  des- 


cription, and the memory of the rc- 

ast is one which will never be ob- 
iterated. Several Austrian officers 
in mufti were among the diners, and 
the whole arrangement seemed  al- 
most ‘Gilbertian,’ It rather remind- 
ed one in fact of that South Ameri- 
can republic which had a notice on 
the doors of its jail—‘All prisoners 
not in by 6 o'clock will be locked 
out.” 


Growth of Navy 


Increase in British Fleet During 
War—Enormous Work 
Accomplished 


Figures made public on the growth 
of the British navy during the war 
show that the fleet, includin auxil- 
aries, increased from 2,500, tons 


displacement to 6,500,000 tons, and 
the personnel from 146,000 to 400,» 


Since the outbreak of the War 21,- 
500,000 soldiers have been trans- 
ported by sea, of which 4,391 were 
lost. For the requirements of the 
British naval and military forces 
more than 86,000,000 tons of stores 
were transhipped, while more than 
24,000,000 tons were taken overseas 
for Great Britain's allies. Transpor- 
tation also was provided for 2,000,- 
000 animals, ‘ 

The organization of convoys, due 
to German submarine warfare, has 
been an important part of the work 
of the British navy since March, 
1917, from which time there have 
been 55,929 sailings, with the losses 
numbering only a few hundred veee 
sels,
